'H is sto ry .w a s th a t its discov­ 
erer had been driven out by the natives 
and before he died he gave th e m ap to 
som e of his relatives. The M ercury sailed 
for the P atagonian coast w ith th e crew 
in high glee. C harles H ardin w as m aster 
and ow ner of th e craft.

TURKEY ENTERS 
A PROTEST 


OBJKCT TO THE REPORTED 
JOINT DEMONSTRATION 


Is Informed Great Britain has 
Taken No Action of This Char* 
aeter—Report of the Massaci^ 
at Krushevo Received. 


London, Aug. 21.—The T urkish am bassa­ 
dor called a t th e foreign office to day to 
Inquire regarding the reiw rt th a t It w as 
th e lnte.ition of th e pow ers to m ake a 
joint naval dem onstration in T urkish w a­ 
ters and to en ter protests if anything of 
the kind w as contem plated. 
The foreign 
officials m ade It clear to him th a t G reat 
B ritain has taken no action of this ch ar­ 
acter and It appears as if Italy will re­ 
frain from carrying out h er decision to dis­ 
patch w arships to Turkey, as th e Italian 
em bassy says no report of their d ep art­ 
ure h as yet been received. T his is taken 
by th e em bassy to indicate there m ày 1^ 
developm ents m aking the step inadvisable 
or unnecessary, a t the present m om ent, 
perhaps due to T urkish acceptance of 
R ussian dem ands, w hich w as confirm«^ 
a t the T urkish em bassy. D iplom ats poliit 
out th a t the schem e for settlem ent of the 
M acedonian question outlined 
yesterday 
could not be approved by th e powers, as 
its is evident T urkey would never subm it 
to peaceful occupation of the Bosphorotis 
and D ardanelles. 
T urkish officials said 
th is could only be done a fte r fighting.

«eres of coal land from B. H; Dorsey 
ét al to the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway company, of jDhicago, were 
B l^ in the circuit clerk’s office in 
this city by J. E. Cleveland, lane 
commissioner for that road. The con­ 
sideration given is $1,010,613. 


The transaction was closed up last 
week that haifl been pending for moré 
than « year. I t mews that one of the 
largest coal fields ever massed in this 
section ¿Í the state'is to be devclopcc 
by ohevof thé largpst railroads in the 
Vest. It also mean^ in the judgmeni; 
of those .in a position to know, tha : 
what is known as 
the 
Macoupin 
Cçunty raiload, a line that is now 
being surveyed from Girard 
to 
point south of Dorchester, will event­ 
ually be constructed to connect wfth 
the Northwestern line at Peoria, by 
means of the C. & A., as a connect­ 
ing line between Girard and Peoria, 
where the Northwestern line touches 
Of course this connecting line is a 
matter of speculation, but when it 
is known that the terminus of the 
Macoupin County railroad is Girard 
and the Northwestern touches Peoria 
that the two roads do not conflict, 
and that they are friendly, coupled 
with the fact that the deal for the 
coal lands has been closed for more 
than a year, and that the Macoupin 
County railroad has reoentlv been 
launched, leads to the belief that the 
Northwestern is as much interested 
in the railroad as in the coal lands, 
since this is the only feasible plan for 
getting the coal out. Mr. Cleveland 
did not care to discuss the railroad 
pronpsition. saying he did not know 
of that part of the deal, if a deal had 
been made. He said the Northwest­ 
ern Railroad company is the same as 
the SuiJerior Coal coitnpany, in whose 
name the ¿ecds were token, and incor­ 
porated in Springfiekl last week by 
the secretaiy of state. 


Mr. Cleveland also said he did not 
mow just when the property would be 
developed, but it is taken for granted 
that the railroad company would not 
[»ermit so vast a field in which so 
much has been investfxl to lay dor­ 
mant very long. It it believed that 
active operations will commence at 
i»nce to develoi' the field; that the 
railroad will be pusheil as rapidly as 
possible to completion, and that a 
number of shafts will be sunk in the 
ield. which is in the vicinity of Gil- 
'pspie. 


The deal means much to Macoupin 
counts nad especially the territory 
through which the road 4s^being sur­ 
veyed and the locality in which this 
field is .situated. Much coal land that 
^orders on the field now purchased 
will be eventually be purchased by 
this company’ 


The Dorseys hav'e been massing this 
argc coal field in the south and east 
portions of the county for sev’eral 
years. No one outside* of those iur 
terestcd has ever been able to as­ 
certain just what* their purpose was, 
and little has been said by them 
on the subjecifc. It now develops that 
they were identified clearly with the 
Northwestern railroad, and the trans­ 
ferring of the deeds Saturday is the 
solution of, the big enterprise.
